The attempt on the part of several 
parents in Oakland to get a home for 
their boys in the State reform schools 


got a severe setback in Judge Ogden's 
court yesterday afternoon. 
His honor 
maintained 
that the reform schools 
were not maintained for the purpose 


of giving homes to boys and girls, as 
many people seemed to think. 
The 
J udge declared that parents were too 
frequently forgetting the obligations 
they owed to their children, and, so 
far as he is concerned, he said that he 


was determined to baffle every attempt 
to railroad an Oakland child into the 
reform school. 


Judge Ogden was exceedingly angry 
when he made .the remarks, 
because 
he had just been made a present of a 
fifteen-year-old boy. The lad, a bright- 
looking fellow, was in court, and his 
parents said they had no more use for 
him, so they gave him to the Judge. 


The latter, however, had no Tise for 
the youth, and he declined to accept 
the 
present. 
The boy was left a 
homeless wanderer when the Judge 
would not take him, and he was turned 
out into the street. 
The case was a 
peculiar one and excited much interest 
in 
court. 
Andrew Sparman, who 
owns a small factory at Lorin, and his 
wife got tired of keeping their son

He yesterday stated that the 
Reform Schools were not erected and 
maintained for the purpose of giving 
homes to boys and girls whose parents 
do not desire to be bothered with them 
His remarks were occasioned by an at­ 
tempt of Andrew Sparman and wife, 
of Lorin, to have their fifteen year old 
boy placed in the Reform School. 
When Judge Ogden had heard the 
evidence against the boy he dismissed 
the charges and told the boy he was 
free. 
This angered the father and 
mother and they informed the Judge 
that he could keep the lad as they had 
no use for him. 
The Judge declined 
the present and told Mr. and Mrs. 
Sparman to take the boy home and 
give him a good bed and three meals 
a day. 
The parents declared that 
they would not take the boy home 
and that he could go whers he pleased 
for all they cared. 
The Judge then 
got mad and stated that he would see 
that the parents did take care of their 
boy as they were responsible for bring­ 
ing him into the world.

further 
stated that all cases of this kind that 
came before him again 
would 
be 
rigidly examined before a commitment 


was made.

It is understood 
in 
Washington, 
though the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue will authorize the statement, 
that ten percent of the persons in the 
United States who are liable to pay a 
tax on income under the act of 1894 
have not made any return of their in 
comes. 
The result will be an assess­ 
ment of the 50 per cent penalty in 
most of the cases, as the officers of the 
Internal Revenue Department 
must 
enforce the law so long as it remains 
on the statute books. 


There will be no difficulty in enlorc 


ing the payment of the tax and penal 
ties, since the power of distraint and 
sale is given to the officers charged 
with the collection of the tax. Distraint, 
it need hardly be said, is a very sum­ 
mary process whereby jhe tax collector 
seizes any property of the delinquent 
he can find and holds it until a tax is 
paid, or, in case of default, sells the 
property for the tax and accrued pen 
alties and costs. 


The tax will have to be paid this 
year, since there is no probability th;t 
the United States Supreme Court will 
reverse or modify its recent decision 
between now and the first day of July, 
which is the last day for payment 
It 


is probable that many will pay the tax 
under protest, but even then the pos­ 
sibility of 
recovering 
it from 
the 
United States, even if the law should 
be declared unconstitutional, is very 
remote. 
It is difficult to make a gov 
ernment pay back money after it has 
once got its hands upon upon it, as 
creditors of every nation know only 
too well. 


Probably the best, 
simplest 
and 
cheapest way will be to pay th" tax 
this year, and then see that the law is 
repealed before another 
levy can be 
made under it.

One of the most Interesting and carious 
•nimala known to India la the ttion 
gooeei Mongooeee belong to the tveasel 
tribe and «M the size of half grown oats. 
They are dark ' brown In color and have 
long and rather buahy tails. 
To see them 
In the Jangles playing with their half dos- 
en young IB One Of the most Interesting 
and entertaining pleasures of jungle life. 
In their wild state they are exceedingly 
timid and scamper off to their hidden re­ 
treat at a moment's warning. 
When tak­ 
en young, they are easily tamed and make 
agreeable pets. 


The peculiar trait of this little animal 
Is its great antipathy to the Whole serpent 
tribe. 
The greatest of interest is always 
manifested when it Is known that a battle 
Is to take place between a mongoose and 
a cobra. 
Often Europeans seoure a large 
oobra, and placing It in an unoccupied 
room feed it for several days until it is 
strong and lively, then Introduce its nat­ 
ural enemy and watch the terrific oorjfllot 
The mongoose also Is not neglected, for 
It must be in as good oondltlon as possible 
so as to meet its adversary with equal ad­ 
vantage. 
Both being in excellent oondl­ 
tlon, the battle is announced and never 
falls In bringing a large crowd of interest­ 
ed witnesses. 


The mongoose Is introduced into the 
room, and immediately the most furloUB 
and absorbingly Interesting conflict ever 
seen commences. I t is usually a deadly 
combat and unless interfered with is al­ 
ways so. 
The serpent seems to know its 
enemy. 
At once lta head la erected M d 
hood expanded. 
Dancing and swaying 
from side to side, It advances slowly, 
oaref ully, to give battle. The hissing and 
smothered growling and the glittering 
eyes and flashing, fiery tongue of the mad­ 
dened reptile is a scene of awful maligni­ 
ty. 
The mongoose Is in no way daunted 
by the furious anger manifested by Its ter­ 
rible antagonist and stealthily but cau­ 
tiously advances. 
Watch the beautiful 
little fellow. 
All oar sympathy is with 
our friend. See him circle round, seeking 
an advantage. 
But he Is met at every 
turn by the subtle enemy. If the serpent 
strikes the mongoose while It is on the 
ground, which sometimes happens, and 
has a chance to turn its head, the deadly 
poison is lojeoted through Its fangs, and 
the battle Is over, for now the mongoose 
hurriedly seeks an avenue for escape and 
will hasten into the jungle, where some 
believe it finds an antidote for the poison 
unknown to humanity. 


But the mongoose rarely allows such an 
accident to happen. 
It la usually quioker 
than the striking serpent and often oatohes 
the head of its adversary in midair. The 
wonderful agility of this animal is mar­ 
velous. 
If it gets a good hold of the ser­ 
pent's jaw, then there Is a tremendous 
tussle, and for a time cobra and mongoose 
are Indistinguishable as they roll, flounder 
and struggle. 
They break away. The 
mongoose retreats, gets his wind, while 
the serpent seems loath to continue. It 
dare not follow any seeming advantage, 
for the mongoose never loses courage as 
long as it escapes the twisted bead of the 
serpent, and the serpent's head must twist 
before the death dealing power Is effectual. 


Tbey go In for another round. The 
mongoose makes the advance. 
Again it 
goes through a similar movement and 
bounds at the head of the serpent. The 
sorpent strikes, and the mongoose lands 
opposite. 
As quick as a flash again It 
jumps for the serpent's head, inflicts a 
slight wound and lands just beyond the 
llghtclnglike strike pf the serpent and as 
quickly turns to the charge, seizing the ser­ 
pent dose to the head on the neck. The 
serpent for the moment is pinned to the 
ground. It lashes its tall and turns its 
head in every direction, endeavoring to 
shake off the pluoky mongoose. The strug­ 
gle is desperate and successful, for sud­ 
denly the mongoose is away out of reach 
of Its dreadful fangs. Panting and almost 
breathless, it rests for more wind on one 
side of the room, while the serpent, bleed­ 
ing and almost exhausted, colls itself in 
the center. 


We wonder if the mongoose is wounded 
as with its tongue it laps the blood off its 
body and curiously examines itself with 
its nose. But see, it is all alert; watch its 
beautiful, twinkling eyes. 
It still has all 
the marks of cunning misohievousness pe­ 
culiar to lta «peoles. Again It is ready for 
the fray and seeks its enemy. The serpent, 
with watchful eyes, would esoape If it 
were possible. But no such chanoe is giv­ 
en. Up goes the bleeding bead, sore, wild, 
and angry. It freely bleeds from mouth 
and neok, but It is full of active, venom­ 
ous life. 
Oh, that terrible bloody headl 
The most horrible of all earthly losnes. 
Never shall I forget I t It used to disturb 
my dreams, and for daya was in my wak­ 
ing thoughts. 


The mongoose now engages our sympa­ 
thetic attention. Will it even yet come off 
victorious? It leaps, misses by a duok, 
leaps again and lands this side. 
Again a 
rush; tbey have closed. 
The tumult is 
wild, with blood, serpent and mongoose. 
We watch with suppressed emotion. The 
mongoose has its favorite hold. In the 
struggle, quicker than human eye oould 
follow, somehow it has caught the serpent 
by the jaw and holds It olose to the ground. 
But the serpent has wrapped its folds two 
and three times around the body of the 
mongoose and is endeavoring to squeeze 
by contraction its precious little life away. 


We are almost compelled to rush to Its 
rescue and remark, " I t Is all up with the 
mongoose." One of the bystanders replies, 
''Be patient; the mongoose is all right." 
But look, and yon can almost hear Its bones 
crack as the serpent contraots its black 
oolls and straggles to crush. 
The mon­ 
goose is lifted dear from the ground, bind 
legs extended, and Its body Is almost cov­ 
ered with blood. 
But watoh I (a head; see 
its jaws move aa It crunches the head Of. 
the serpent. They He together thus some 
minutes, when It Is perceived that the ser­ 
pent uuslowly relaxing Its oolls. The mon­ 
goose qulpkly takes a better hold. 
A few 
more orunohes and the victory Is gained, 
as la known when suddonly the mongoose 
moves off, dragging the limp and dead 
body of the snake after him.—Provldenoe

This was

have Inferred It from their editorial col­ 
umns 


Brownlow, who edited The Whig, was 
as fearless as a wildcat, about as pugna- 
oious, and a master of the art of invective 
and vituperation. Haynes, who edited The 
Democrat, is considered by many the most 
eloquent man the state of Tennessee ever 
produced. If his editorial columns were 
hardly as strong as Brownlow's, the spell 
of his personal magnetism was greater, so 
that the two were pretty well matched. 
For two perfectly moral editors they man­ 
aged to keep things around the old town 
lively. 


Haynes printed something that reflected 
on 
Brownlow'a 
wife, and Brownlow 
thought that was parrying things too far. 
The next morning he oame down the street 
with a big pistol In one band and a heavy 
walking cane in the other. 
As he turned 
the oorner he suddenly came face to face 
with Haynes. 


"Are you armed?" asked The Whig ed­ 
itor. 


"No," 
replied The Democrat man. 
Brownlow then changed his pistol to his 
left hand and bis cane to his right. He 
was just on the point of giving his oppo­ 
nent a tremendous oanlng, but be was not 
quick enough. 
While 
Brownlow was 
changing his weapons Haynes pulled a 
pistol from his own pocket and shot 
Brownlow in the thigh. 
Brownlow fired, 
but missed his aim. Haynes bad told a fib

he may have the ability to do all tbls and 
a great deal more, and yet not have the 
kind of ability needed to make money by 
editing a newspaper in a little country 
town.—Jonesboro (Tenn.)

St. Patrick's Purgatory. 


According t o t h e medheval legend, there 
was a n entrance t o purgatory o n t h e is­ 
land of L o u g h Derg, on t h e ooast of Ire­ 
land. 
I t w a s simply t h e m o u t h of a com­ 
mon cave or cavern, b u t St. P a t r l o k is 
said t o have built a monastery over It a n d 
to have secured t h e opening with a n im­ 
mense grated iron door. T h e place became 
widely k n o w n a s " S t P a t r i c k ' s purgato­ 
r y " a n d it w a s generally believed t h a t a n y 
one w h o had t h e o o u r a g e t o explore the p i t 
would be excused t h e trial of passing 
through t h e real purgatory after 
death. 
The fame of t h e place was largely d u e to a 
poem written i n 1158 by H e n r y of Saltery 
which pretended t o relate t h e experience 
of S i r O y a y s e Miles, w h o b a d embraoed 
the opportunity of expiating bis crimes i n 
Its darksome depths. 


In t h e year 1406 a m o n k from H o l l a n d 
visited the celebrated s h r i n e a n d afterward 
declared that w h a t w a s claimed for i t w a s 
a "travesty on r e l i g i o n , " a n d t h a t t h e so 
called " p u r g a t o r y " "differed in n o respect 
from dozens of other k n o w n 
c a v e r n s . " 
This news w a s conveyed t o t h e pope, w h o 
ordered the m o n a s t e r y destroyed a n d t h e 
cavern dosed up. 
T h i s order w a s carried 
o u t t o the letter on St. P a t r i c k ' s day, 1407.
